Reported That Only 


the Passengers and Crew 
Make Up the List « 
of Rescued. 
ON THE WAY TO NEW YORK.

London, Oct. 14.—A dis¢stréus wreck oc- 

curred early tonight on the Cornish coast, 

the outward-bound liner ‘ Mohegan, from 

London to New York, going ashore on the 

rocks near Manacle Rock; Falmouth. 

. The coast guard has just telephoned to 

Falmouth that only thirty-one persons have 


been saved. This, if true, means that 170 
lives have been sacrificed, 


A strong easterly gale “was blowing and 
the sca was running high, but*the night was 
clear. Presumably the vessel’s hinery 
broke down, for, though the doa te dan- 
gerous, experienced mariers have no diffi- 
culty in steering clear of: the rocks by aid 
of the Lizard and St. Anthony lights, unless, 


of course, there is a fog. = P 


Drifts to Destruction. 
The vessel was noticed drifting, and di- 


rectly signals of distress Were seen. A num- 


ber of tugs put out, but owing-to the heavy 
waves dared not approach the liner, which 
was rolling heavily and showing signs of 
breaking up. Life-boats put off after con- 
siderable delay from Falmouth, the Lizard, 
and Cadgwith, and oné returned to Port 
Houstock with thirty passengers, including 
a woman named Pemberton dnd two chil- 
dren. 3 

The vessel's back was:broken, and it 
speedily slipped off the rock and disappeared. 
Indeed, when the Port Houstock lifpboat re- 
turned there were no sigs of the Mohegan.

FRUSTRATEAPLOT 
TO ASSASSINATE 
EMPEROR WILLIAM. 


Police at Alexandria, Egypt, Arrest 
Nine Italian Anarchists, Who Had 
Plan to Sail to Syria with a Num- 
ber of nbs. 
Alexandria, Egypt, Oct. 14.--The Alex- 

andria police have arrested nine Italian 

Anarchists since last night and have there- 

by frustrated a plot against Emperor Will- 

iam, now on his way to the Holy Land to 
be present at the consecration of the Church 
of the Savior at Jerusalem. 

The first to be arrested is a café keeper, 
a well-known Anarchist, in whose house 
the police discovered two wire wound bombs 
of great strength full of bullets. This ar- 
rest was made in consequence of a notifi- 
cation. from the Italian Consul General at 
Cairo that two Anarchis‘s had left Cairo for 
Port Said. 

The police investigation showed that the 
arrested café keeper had bribed the steward 
of a steamer sailing today from Alexandria 
to Port Said and Syria to take on board a 
box of bombs. Apparently the Anarchists 


originally intended to use the bombs at the 


Palais Abidin, at Cairo, while Emperor Will- 
iam and the Khedive were there. 

When the Kaiser decided not to visit 
Egypt the Anarchists changed their plans 
and decided to attack him in Palestine. 

The liveliest satisfaction is felt over the 
smart captures, and the German consulate 
has expressed its warmest thanks. 

The two Cairo Anarchists who left for 
Port Said have not yet: been arrested.

How President McKinley 
Alone Stood by Him Told 
Now for the First 
Time. 


ONE SECRET OF THE WAR 


General Greely the Man Who 
Really Located Cervera’s 
Squadron at San- 


tiago. 


STRATEGY BOARD STEPS OUT 


St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 14.—[Special.]—The 
one great secret of the war is out at last. 
Commodore Schley was on the verge of being 
recalled in disgrace, and was only saved by 
the kindly consideration of President Mc- 
Kinley himself, who refused to disgrace a 
brave officer for an unfortunate error in 
judgment. 

Lieutenant Sutheriand yesterday told how 
Schley was guarding Cienfuegos instead of 
Santiago and how he was on his way back 
to Key West when intercepted by a mes- 
senger from Commander McCalla and told 
that Cervera’s fleet was in Santiago, which 
the Commodore had left entirely unguarded.. 
The whole story came out here today 
through conversations with Cabinet officers 
and others who knew the facts. p 

It appears that Schley left Key West with 
the firm conviction that Cervera would go 
to Cienfuegos, where he would have railroad 
communication with Havana, and from 
which he could not be driven except as the 
result of a long and costly campaign. 

It was natural for the brilliant American 
Commodore to suppose that the Spaniard’s 
strategy was equal to his own. 

Unfortunately it was not, and while Schley 
was guarding Clenfuegos Cervera was eat- 
ing fresh vegetables at Santiago. The first 
news of his arrival there came through 
General Greely, the famous arctic explorer, 
chief of the signal service of the army, and 
not from Schley at all. 

It seems that at that time Lieutenant 
Colonel Allen was in charge of the cables at 
Key West, acting as censor over all dis- 
patches. An operator in the office at Ha- 
vana, talking over the wires, as operators 


do, inadvertently let slip the fact that dis- 


patches had just been received from San- 


tiago announcing the arrival there of Ad- 


miral Cervera and his Spanish fleet. This 
idle gossip of an operator, and a foreigner 
at that, was at once flashed to Washington, 
and General Greely hastened to the White 
House with the important news. The Pres- 
at first was slow to beleve it, for the 
last reports from Schley were that Cer- 
vera had not appeared on the south coast. 


Board of Strategy Fails. 

The Board of Strategy was appealed to. 
They didn’t believe the story atall. They 
didn’t know where Cervera was. He might 
be._in Central America, but not in Cuba. 
This the strategists were certain of. Gen- 
eral Greely was insistent. He urged upon 
the President that while his information 
was essentially unofficial and irregular, the 
Board of Strategy had no information at 
all. 

The President finally took this view of the 
situation, and orders were cabled to Com- 
mander McCalla of the Marblehead, who 
was at Mole St. Nicholas, to get the news to 
Schley at all cost. 

The auxiliary cruiser Harvard, once an 
ocean grayhound of the American line, was 
sent aNead. It caught up with Schley, who 
was starting for Key West for coal, and 
there was a lively scene, the Commodore at 
first refusing to accept orders from a sub- 


ordinate, and declaring that Cervera would 


go to Cienfuegos, or around the island alto- 
gether, 

Commodore Schley, it is said now, had 
made a cursory examination of Santlago the’ 


day Cervera arrived there, and then sailed 


away to his mare’s nest at Cienfuegos, He 
reluctantly returned to Santiago, only to 
find that the Spaniards had fcrtunately got 
made a dash for liberty, as they might 
easily have done. | 


Schley’s Narrow Escape. 

The Cabinet, it was learned today, con- 
sidered the case carefully when the presence 
of the Spanish fleet at Santiago was learned 
positively, and were unanimously of the 
opinion that Schley should be relieved of 
his command at once and Commodore Wat- 
gon put in his place. | 

It was all up with Schley for awhile, but 
the President came to his relief by deciding 
that, as the awful blunder had had no sericus 
results, Schiey should be retained in com- 
mand of his squadron, but put under the im- 


mediate orders of Admiral Sampson. : 


Later events justified this decision, for in 
July, after the land campaign was under 
way, Cervera dashed from the harbor and 
Schley led the squadron which destroyed the 
Spanish ships. 

This is the one great secret of the war, and 
probably Commodore Schley himself does 
not know how near he was to disgrace for 
believing that Cervera was as good a sailor 
and as able a strategist as he was himseif. 

As for the Board of Strategy, it was 
snuffed out from the day General Greely 
demonstrated that a cable with a Spanish 


operator in Havana could give better results | 


as to the location of Spanish fleets than an 
American board of superannuated naval offi- 
cers could accomplish sitting in Washington.

OTHERS OF CREW RESCUED. 


In the rough weather orn Lake Michigan 
yesterday, resulting from the storm of the 
night before, the barge Churthi!! went down 
off Waukegan at 1 p. m., leaving the crew 
of seven struggling in the water. The Cap- 
tain and ome man perished. The barge was 
in tow of the Majestic, and both were freight- 
ers, bound for South Chicagd, carrying iron 
ore. The dead are: ; 


HANSEN, JOHN, deck hand.. 
KANE, PATRICK, Captain, Détroit. 


The Majestic, Captain James McIntosh 
in command, towing the Churchill, had come 
from Duluth, and at 3 o’¢eclock Thursday 
afternoon was off Point Betsey, heading 
for Chicago. Both boats had put in a bad 
night, and were damaged when morning 
came. Off Waukegan the towline parted, 
and inside of five minutes theChurchill went 
to the bottom. 

As the barge sank the decks and hatches 
exploded with a noise that the crew of the 
Majestic describe as being like a dynamite 
report. It is thought the Captain was killed 
inthis explosion, as he was not seen after- 
ward. The mate lowered the yaw! and res- 
cued one of the crew, who was clinging to a 
ladder. The cook, a woman, who was float- 
ing in a life preserver near the yawl, was 
also rescued. One other man was pulled into 
the yawl. 


Majestic Also in Peril. 


The sea was running so high that it was 
with great difficulty the mem were taken on 
board the Majestic from the yawl. Captain 
McIntosh went back to the wreckage, where 
aman was picked up floating on a fragment 
of the ship. After laying to for some time 
looking for the other men the Majestic 
moved into smoother waters, and came to 
Chicago, arriving at the north pier at 7 
o'clock. 

The crew of fourteen men on the Majestic 
went through almost as perilous a situation 
as those rescued from the Churchill. The 
deckhouses were stove in on Thursday 
night and at 8 o’clock yesterday morning 
a heavy sea broke down two hatches, letting 
tons of water into the hold. All hands 
turned out to repair the break, and Thomas 
Fitzsimmons, Captain’s mate, said if it had 
not been for a small supply of planks on 
board, the Majestic would have shared the 
fate of the Churchill. The Hurley company 
of Detroit, which owns the Majestic, was 
informed of the damages. 

The Churchill was owned by J. J. Warde 
of Chicago and was valued at $10,000. It 
had not been here since last spring. 

The steamer Langell Boys, having in tow 
the schooner Comstock and freighted with 
lumber, suffered the loss of 100,000 feet of 
lumber off Racine. | 


Barrels Alarm Passengers. 

The Georgia attempted to cross the lake 
but made little headway. When about a 
quarter of the way over Captain Carus de- 
cided to return. The ship failed to mind the 
helm, and for a long time plowed hopeless- 
ly ahead. There were but two passengers 
aboard, and they were women. Little 
apprehension was felt until some barrels of 
molasses got loose in the hold. The barrels 
were broken open and the molasses spread 
over the floor. The boat came back to the 
Goodrich wharf about 5 o’clock in the morn- 
ing "vith a weary crew and a badly mixed 
up cargo. 7 

No accidents to ships carrying passen- 
gers were reported. The boats plying be- 
tween Chicago and points on the east shore 
failed to make their regular trips with one 
exception. The Atlanta, bélonging to the 
Goodrich line, arrived in the early morn- 
ing a few hours late. Boats north and 
south along the west shore fared better 
and their trips were not seriously inter- 
rupted. 

The wind blew steadily from the north 
and reached a maximum rate of thirty- 
three miles an hour, making a tremendous- 
ly high sea. J 
. The beach from Ninety-seventh street 
as far south as One Hundred and Fifth 
street is strewn with the débris of many 
small boats and fishing craft belonging to 
the residents of South Chicago and Iron- 
dale. At Ninety-seventh street the tracks 
of the Chicago, Lake Shore and Eastern 
railway were undermined and slipped down 
to the waters’ edge. Large chunks of slag, 
some weighing 1,000 pounds, were carried 
from their position and sunk beneath the 
‘waves.

Two important events in the political 
world transpired yesterday.

The Coroner will call upon Inspector Shea 
and Captain Mahoney of the Desplaines 
Street Police Station to explain why Willlam 
Peggs, rcomer in the house, who was taken 
into custody immediately after Giauque’s 
body was found, was not produced at the in- 
quest. Peggs was held until after the Cor- 
oner’s jury had decided the death of Giauque 
was a case of suicide. Then he was re- 
leased and immediately disappeared. The 
Coroner will also ask the police why the 
evidence of Mrs. James Hellett and Mrs. 
Leona Aldrich, both of 323 Washington 
bouevard, was not called for at the inquest. 

Indications of Murder. 

These women told the Coroner that on 
the night of the death of Giauque they were 
disturbed by the loud barking of dogs in 
the rear of his house. Then they heard 
the report of a pistol, followed by a scram- 
bling sound on the roof and the noise as of 
some one running. Acting on the informa- 
tion furnished by these and other persons 
the Coroner sent Dr. E. P. Noel, the Cor- 
oner’s physician, to Forest Home Ceme- 
tery yesterday afternoon, where the body 
was exhumed and examined. . 

Dr. Noel reported to the Coroner that he 
found indications of murder. Five heavy 
bruises were on Giauque’s face, and a frac- 
ture of the skull four inches long. The 
course of the pistol bullet was traced 
through the brain. It had shattered the 
bone where it lodged on the left side of the 
skull. Apart from this is the transverse 
fracture of the skull, made apparently by 
a bludgeon. <An examination of the out- 
side of the window of the bedroom was 
made after the inquest by Charles Giauque,

Police Call It a Suicide. 

Captain Mahoney says the Coroner is 
working on information secured by the police 
soon after the death of Giauque, and that 
this same information was thoroughly in- 
vestigated and found to be without fourda- 
tion. The police say there is not the slight- 
est reason to suspect murder. 

‘‘ The same information on which the Cor- 
oner bases his theory of murder was placed 
in my hands the night of the shooting,’’ said 
Captain Mahoncy. “It was to the effect 
that a man had been seen leaping from the 
window immediately after the shot was fired. 
Thé persons who siarted that story were 
invited to come to my office and tell their 
story, but they did not come and it ‘was im- 
possible to discover their identity. There 
was apparently no cause for the suicide ex- 
cept that Glauque had been on a continual 
debauch and was crazed by liquor.” 

Charles Giauque said his brother went to 
bed at 7 o'clock on Sunday evening. About 
the’same time Charles Giauque and William 
Hindorf started out for a walk and met

ING A RACE AT HAWTHORNE. 


Incident Occurs Almost in Front of the 
Stand—Ruptured Blood Vessel Is 
the Cause — Barrier Refuses to 
Work in the Last Race and’ Three 
Horses Are Left at the Post—Molo 


Wins Unexpectedly and His Own-~ 


ers May Be Panished—Turf News. 


Traverser, 
horses in the West, dropped dead at the 
Hawthorne track yesterday during the run- 
ming of the fifth race. The colt, who be- 
longed to Bradley & Graham, was one of 
the six starters in a race at six furlongs for 
ali ages, opposed to the speedy 2-year-olds 
Frank Bell and Espionage, Abuse, the star 
sprinter of the West, Mary'Black, and St. 
Simonian. 

Traverser appeared to be weighted out 
of it, as he carried 117 pounds to 122 for 
Abuse and 91 for each of the 2-year-olds.

the betting, Espionage being the favorite, 
with Abuse and Frank Bell preferred in the 
order named. 


Abuse and Frank’ Bell rushed out in-° 


front together, but after a quarter of a 
mile the 2-year-old drew away and led until 
well into the stretch, where the heavy track 
told on him and he dropped back, and was 
passed by both Abuse and Espionage. The 
latter was game as usual and in the con- 
cluding strides took command and won by 
three lengths. 

Traverser showed little speed at any 
time in the race and all passed him save 
St. Simonian, who was practically left. 
Afier being straightened away for home 
the big chestnut was seen to be swerving 
and acting queerly, but Goodwin kept at him. 
with the whip. St. Simonian overtook him, 
and the latter’s rider, H. Martin, noticed. 
that blood was streaming from Traverser’s 
mouth. Martin shouted the fact to Good- 
win and the latter then pulled Traverser 
up. As he did so Traverser reared and 
then fell allina heap. Three minutes later 
he was dead. The horse had ruptured a 
blood vessel. 

Traverser was at one time last year re- 
garded by some as the greatest colt of his 
age in America. Last summer he won 
several stakes on the Western tracks, and 
the manner in which he did it so impressed 
horsemen that he was hailed as a “phenom.”’ 
He displayed a bad tendenfy toward 
swerving when punished, which detracted 
considerably from his value. Im the fall’ 
Burns & Waterhouse, the Western million- 
aires, bought the racing qualities of the colt 
for the winter, and he had a hard cam- 
paign in California, winning the Cali- 
fornia Derby and other important races. 

This summer he did not quite fulfill ex- 


“Pectations, but still was regarded as a. 


sprinter of exceptional ability. Nearly all 
horsemen agreed that Traverser was worked’ 
too hard and his violent death yestefday 
Was no great surprise. The spectacle of a 
race horse that had done as much game 
service as Traverser had, being merciless- 
ly whipped by a jockey, while dying from 
a bursted blood vessel, was not a pleasant 
afterthought for those who witnessed the 
accident, although, of course, no blame at- 
tached to Jockey Goodwin. 

Traverser’s fate will be regarded as a 
warning to horsemen of the Braley stripe, 
who, while not accused of the more com- 
mon turf vice of running to the betting, 
are nevertheless thought to treat horses 


. with too little consideration. 


The attendance at yesterday’s races was 
small. A sensational incident came in the 
last race, when the barrier réfused ‘to work 
at’ Starter Bruen’s touch, and although 
three of the horses failed to get away. the 
Start was sanctioned by the officials and 
the race allowed to go. The horses cut 
off at the start were Bridgeton, Jack of 
Hearts, and Queen Safie.

DAVID T. DEVIN IS DEAD. 
HUNTING AT DEAD LAKE, MINN. 


Recently Deposed. as Western Man- 


ager of the Delaware and Reliance 

Insurance Companies for Alleged 

Misuse of Funds—Reported Crook- 

ednens Is Disclosed by a Clerk 

' Whom He Had Discharged—Makes 
Restitution, 


The sudden death of David T. Devin of 
this city, after his retirement under a 
cloud from the management of thé Western 
department of the Delaware and Reliance 
lnsurance companies, was announced yes- 
terday, | 

While with a hunting party at Dead Lake 
Minn., Mr. Devin, scthtdine to the report 
that reached here, accidentally shot him- 
Self in the side and died two hours later, on 
Thursday afternoon. 


Mr. Devin’s connection with the insurance 


companies terminated the third week in Sep- 
tember, and it was said at that time that 
the shortage of $7,000 which was found in 
his accounts had been made up. 


Presidents T. Paulding of the Delaware 


and William Chubb of the Reliance were 


here to close Mr. Devin’s connection with 


the companies and install H. H. Whitlock 
a8 assistant manager in charge of the de- 
partment. They refused to discuss the 


discrepancy in the accounts then, except: 


to intimate friends, and as the companies 
were reimbursed for the amounts they had 
lost—$3,500 each—there was no prosecution 
and the matter was quieted. 

The investigation which followed the 
first intelligence of the alleged dishonesty 
of their officer revealed the fact that the 
wrong doing had been going on for four 
years, beginning in the year following the 
ee of Mr. Devin to the office in 

The discovery was communicated to the 
companies by a clerk whom Mr. Devin had 


discharged. Two experts were sent at 
once from Philadelphia to the Chicago office 


to a make a thorough examination and they 
found that the facts were as reported. 
Devin’s Alleged Methods. 
The method which Mr. Devin ds said to 
have employed was to take out a policy for 


'a house and shortly afterward report a loss 


on it and collect the money. . 

Presidents Paulding and Chubb came here 
upon receipt of the experts’ report, and, 
after a conference with them Mr. Devin 
mortgaged his property to the companies as 
restitution. As his contract as manager for 
the Western department lasted until Jan. 1, 
1899, they arranged with him to remain in 
the service of the companies until its expira- 
tion. H. H. Whitlock was brought in from 
Nebraska, where he had been as special 
‘agent, and placed in the office with Mr. 
Devin under the title of assistant manager. 

When the Presidents returned to Philadel- 
phia and reported this arrangement to their 
directors, Mr. Devin’s dismissal was ordered 
at once. He retired Sept. 23, and went to 
Minnesota on a hunting trip about a week 
later. It was given out at the time that he 
had retired because of poor health. 

The announcement of his death yesterday 
came as a surprise. J. L. Whitlock, West- 


ern- maneger of the Glens Falls Insurance . 


company, received the only word that has 
come regarding the tragic occurrence. The 
telegrams were sent from Bear Lake, four- 
teen miles from the place where the accident 
took place. They were from Westover, 
keeper of the hunter’s lodge where the party 
were staying. The first said: 

“D. T. Devin accidentally shot. Wound 
serious.’’ 

The next one said merely: ‘ D. T. Devin 
dead.”’ 


Shot in the Side. 


C. A. B. Evarts, one of the party, tele- 
graphed yesterday morning, saying the ac- 
cident occurred near the house when Mr. 
Devin was getting into a boat. The wound 
was in the left side. Help was given prompt- 
ly, and Mr. Devin was able to talk, describ- 
ing the accident. 

Mr. Devin was 49 years of agé, having 
been born in Sangamon County, Ill., on Sept. 
6, 1849. He took the civil engineering course 
at Cornell, and after graduation engaged 
as a civil engineer and railway employé. 
He entered the insurance business as a 
clerk in the local agency at Des Moines, Ia. 
While there he attracted the attention of 
the Géens Falls Insurance company, for 
whem he was appointed a special agent, act- 
ing in this capacity from May 15, 1882, till 
Feb. 1, 1893, when he took the Western man- 
agement of the Delaware and Reliance. He 
was a member of the Chicago Athletic club. 
His home was at 965 Warren avenue. He 
was married, but had no children, a niece, 
however, making her home with the family. 
The funeral arrangements have not yet been 
made. 

A dispatch received from Dead Lake last 
right stated that Mr. Devin met with the 
accident that ended his life while in a boat. 
He drew a loaded gun toward him, muzzle 
first, when the weapon was discharged, the 
shot penetrating his abdomen. He died in 


two hours.

The skiagraph of Frank Howard Collier’s 
head, completed Yesterday by W. C. Fi@chs, 
shows the presence of a dark object pressing 
upon the brain a little in front of the place 
where Mr. Collier says the Thug struck him 
with a billy several years ago. The spot, 
however, is where Dr. Spitzka of New York 
advised Mr. Collier to have an operation per- 


formed. 
The nature of the dark substance cannot 


be told from the skiagraph, but there is no 


question that it is harder than the brain 
tissue, and that it presses on the organ of 
the mind. It may be an organized blood 
clot, or it may be a fracture of the internal 
table of the skull, produced by what is 
known as *‘ contra coup,” or transmission of 
force. If it be the result of a fracture of the 
internal table of the skull, the thickened 
portion may be a callous form, as in all 
fractures.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 14.—Dr. Louis L. 
Seaman, eetur and Surgeon of the First 
Volunteer Engineers, was the forenoon wit- 
ness before the War Investigation commis- 
sion today. He saw service in Porto Rico 
and had been quoted as making serious 
charges against the manner of conducting 
the war. 

He left Porto Rico on-the 28th of Sep- 
tember. The regiment had enjoyed better 
health in Porto Rico than had been antict- 
pated, and there were only two deaths in 
the command there up to the time of his 
departure. A regiment hospital was estab- 
lished, and there was never at any time 
a deficiency in medical supplies. The same 
was also true of the tentage and the ambu- 
lance supplies furnished by the Quarter- 
master’s department. The commissary de- 
partment had also furnished sufficient army 
rations, but he complained of them as being 
unsuitable for ap army in the tropics, and 
also that the men at first had been refused 
the privilege of commuting their rations. 

He said the sick were fed only with the 
army rations. He failed to secure any 
change of diet for his patients, notwith- 
standing he made frequent demands upon 
the Quartermaster of the regiment and 
upon the surgeon of the corps. He was told 
that it would be of no use to make a formal 
requisition in writing. However, the men 
in the hospitals did not suffer because the 
Red Cross society furnished the desired as- 
sfstance. Dr. Seaman said that he had been 
in charge of 200 convalescents on the Obdam 
returning from Ponce, where he again had 
to depend on the Red Cross for suitable 
food. 


Dr. Seaman grew somewhat frascible un- 
der Dr. Connor’s questioning and finally re- 
fused to answer, saying: ‘“ The questions 
put to me here are of a character calculated 
to place me in the false position of accusing . 
the medical department of the army of mal-~ 
administration. Such is not the case. I re- 
gard the conduct of this department by Dr. 
Sternberg as above reproach, and whatever 
fault there was was in another depart- 
ment.”’ 

Lieutenant K. Hill, an officer on the war- 
ship Iowa when the army landed near San- 
tiago and in charge of the debarkation of 
the troops at Baiquiri, said the navy sup- 
plied eleven launches and fifty-two small 
boats for the landing. The army brought 
only one lighter. The army was entirely 
unprepared to land. A great deal of trouble 
was experienced with the Captains of the 
transports, who had refused to go nearer 
the shore until he secured an order to them 
from General Shafter. Lieutenant Hill said 
that there was no wharf, but that he un- 
derstood they talked of one on which to 
land General Shafter. | 

‘“‘Persovially?”’ asked a member of the 
commission. ‘* Had they no derricks?” 

** Yes, but they were not strong enough.” 

This personal allusion to the avoirdupois 
of the commander of the Santiago cam- 
paign created a general laugh. 


WRANGLE OVER WAR BONDS. 


New York Company Seeks to Enjoin 
Secretary Gage from Issuing Them 
—Question of Good Faith. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 14.—[Special.]— 
Judge Cox of the Equity Court today heard 
arguments in connection with the petition 
for an injunction filed by George B. Weight- 
man, representing the Produce Exchange 
Trust company of New York, against Ly- 
man J. Gage as Secretary of the Treasury. 
Mr. Weightman seeks to enjoin the Secreta- 
ry of the Tredsury from issuing any of the 
$200,000,000 3 per cent popular war bonds 
to‘any persons other than those named in 
his petition. 

Practically merged with the injunction 
hearing was the petition for a writ of man- 
damus filed by William H. Wharton, one of 
the alleged subscribers named in Weight- 
man’s petition, seeking to compel the Secre- 
tary to issue certain bonds which he had re- 
fused to issue. 

Mr. Gage takes the ground that the sub- 
scribers whom he excluded were not acting 
in good faith, but were serving large cor- 
porations or individuals who sought to get 
control of large blocks of the bonds. Judge 
Cox reserved his decision.

ACCUSED OF BEING

Arrested on the Charge of Signing 
Thomas Daly’s Name to Secure Re- 
lease of Alleged Egg-Throwers in 
Justice La Mena’s Court at Austin. 


Joseph J. Cornell, one of the alleged 


“straw bailers”’ who secured the release | © 


from jail of the men accused of having 
thrown eggs at John Hill Jr. in the Berwyn 
Methodist Church a wéek ago, was arrest- 
ed yesterday noon by Detective Ed Wall- 
baum and taken to the State’s Attorney’s 
office, where Justice La Mena of Austin 
identified him as the man who signed the 
bonds under the name of Thomas Daly, 71 
Delaware place.. The property at 71 and 81 
Delaware place, which he scheduled, be- 
longs to Thomas Daly, who said he did not 
know Cornell. Justice La Mena declared 
he had never seen the real Thomas Daly 
in his court. 

Cornell will be examined before Judge 
Waterman on Oct. 24 on charges of perjury 
and falsely personating another. He was 
sent to jail in default of $1,500 bonds. 

**I. know absolutely nothing about this 
matter,’ Cornell said. ‘“ It is a case of mis- 
taken identity.’’ 

All the bonds given in the case are said 
to be worthless. Frederick Homan of Evans- 
ton denied that he signed the bonds bear- 
ing his name. It is probable that Homan 
and Louis T. Trapp, the other bondsman, 
will be called into the State’s Attorney's 
office today and asked to explain matters.

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Chicago Board of Trade Case Is Taken 
to the Supreme Court on Consti- 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 14.—Certain pro- 
visions in the new war revenue act are to be 
taken to the United States Supreme Court 
to get a decision as to its constitutionality. 

Henry 8. Robbins, a Chicago lawyer, has 
presented to the court the petition of George 
R. Nichols for a writ of habeas corpus, and 
will also take an appeal in the case of James 
Nicol from an adverse decision of the Fed- 
éral Court in Chicago. 

The petitioners are members of the Chica- 
go Board of Trade and recently were arrest- 
ed charged with the violation of that sec- 
tion of the war revenue act which requires 
the seller in every stock exchange transac- 
tion to furnish to the purchaser a written 
memorandum of such sale, and that to such 
a memorandum shall be attached a revenue 
stamp of a specified denomination. 
These provisions of the act are unconsti- 
tutional, it is argued, because it is outside the 
power of Congress and exclusively within 
the power of the several States to prescribe 
whether contracts made within such States 
shall be made orally or shall be evidenced by 
written memorandum. It is also held that 
the tax is not uniform.

SMALL PROFIT. 


Trade Transacted on a Nar- 
rower Margin Than Ever 
Before in Prosperity. 


WHEAT IS MORE ACTIVE. 


Heavy Purchases Send the Price 
of the Food Cereal toa 
Higher Point. 


CLEARINGS OF THE WEEK. 


New York, Oct. 14—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade will say tomorrow: 
With actual payments through clearing 
houses 19.2 per cent larger than in the same 
week of 1892 it cannot be said business is in 
any sense falling off, and yet many are com- 
plaining because the amount realized as 
profit is smaller than was formerly realize 
in good times. . | 
‘In almost every branch of business trade 
is now transacted on a narrower margin of 
profit than in any other time of fair pros- 
perity. There is a great change, and per- 
haps a permanent one, in the percentage of 
profits derivable from trade and manufact- 
ure as well as in the profits obtainable by 


transporters. | 

Progressive civilization calls for a lower 
ange of profits and of prices as the volume 
of business transacted increases in order 
to make possible improvement in the condi- 
tion of the working millions. a 

Wheat business is more active, with prices 
about two cents higher for spofand nearly 
three cents for the December optiéns Heavy 
purchases have been made within the last 
few days, not as yet reflected in the official 
record of shipments, but the exports from 
both coasts, flour included, have been 4,10],- 
770 bushels, against 4,886,015 for the same 
week last year. 

It is especiaHy interesting that in spite 
of the general disposition of farmers to hold 
back their wheat, the Western receipts have 
been for the week much larger than last 
year, and for two weeks 20,790,495 bushels, 
against 16,006,554 last year. While little at- 
tention is now paid to the official reports 
they seem to foreshadow a larger return 
for the crop than has been made in any pre- 
Wious year. 

The price of corn has adwanced about two 
cents, though the receipts are just now 
larger than a year ago. The price of spot 
cotton is a sixteenth lower than a week ago 
and the January option has also lost a few 
points, while there is a weaker market for 
goods. This is partly due to the official ad- 
mission that the prices of print cloths, nowa 
sixteenth below two cents, cannot be sus- 
tained without a selling agency, whica is 
how proposed. 

Although the production of Fall River is 
nm excess of demand the difficulty in prices 
is probably more largely due to the belief 
that a big yield of cotton must reduce the 
price of the material. 

While some woolen mills have started op- 
erations during the week quite as many have 
stopped. Although wool is about 10 percent 
lower than it was Feb. 1, the manufacturers 
ere not buying, and the market is remarka- 
bly dull, with sales during the last two wecks 
of only 6,179,700 pounds at the three chief 
markets, against 24,331,600 last year and 
14,536,300 in 1896 and 13,703,800 in 1892. The 
general feeling is that the price of the ma- 
terial must decline before the manufactwure 
can much increase its sales. Orders for 
goods have been a little better, and a few 
“mills have resumed operation, but there is 
as yet no such demand as is necessary to 
sustain current prices of wool. 

Whe iron manufacture again reports a 
gmail increase in weekly output, 215,635 tors, 
against 213,043 a month ago, and with the 
decrease in quantity of unsold stocks on 
. hand outside the great steel companies the 
apparent consumption for the month of Sep- 
tember was 983,804 tons, against 980,505 in 
August. There are quite heavy Eastern or- 
ders for foundry iron, fully supporting 
prices, and at Chicago prices of local iron 
are strong, with less disposition to sell 
Southern pig at reduced quotations. 

The orders for finished products include a 
heavy demand for plates, especially for ship 
yards, several of considerable magnitude 
for structural works covering about 15,600 
tons, and an unusually heavy demand 
for bars, especially on account of orders for 
car works, although there has been an ex- 
pectation of a big break in prices of cotion 
ties. In pipes, Pittsburg has been able to 
place orders for thirty miles of ten-inch 
pipe, and other orders for 100 miles are prac- 
tically closed.

While the advent of cooler weather in 
most sections of the country has undoubted-

Bradstreet’s Financial Review. 

Bradstreet’s financial review tomorrow 
will say: | 

Speculation in the early part of the week 
was dull and the market’s tone heavy. Later 
on it assumed more activity, displaying 4 
tendency to rally from the recent depres- 
sion. Professional trading and manipula- 
tion supplied, however, the bulk of the 
transactions throughout, and the public has 
been conspicuously indifferent. It would 
seem that the decline in the industrials, the 
alleged unfavorable. influence of election 
uncertainties, and the unsettled political 
outlook in Europe have combined to reduce 
the outside interest to small dimensions. 

Bearishness on the part of traders result- 
ed, however, in the creation of a fair short 
interest, and while the large financial inter- 
ests show evident signs of a disposition to 
wait until after the election, certain power- 
ful elements in the street appear to have 
taken advantage of the situation to create 
a rally on the shorts. This was facilitated by 
a change of sentiment due to the rise in grain 
prices and the heavy foreign purchases of 
American breadstuffs. 

Railroad earnings also continue to make 
remarkably favorable exhibitions, even in 
comparison with the large revenues of a 
year ago. The continued and apparently 
increasing ease of money is another sustain- 
ing factor, and is partly resporsible for 
the absence of any decided liquidation of 
speculative holdings in the stock market. 

No effect was produced by the advance 
of the Bank of England rate and the rise of 
discount rates in London to 3% per cent, and 
it is noted that the large supplies of money 
and easy rates here encourage investments 
in foreign exchange, a class of transactions 
which was sufficiently familiar a year ago. 

The bond market is dull, with prices well 
sustained in the railroad department. Gov- 
ernments are strong @nd the demand for 
the new 3 per cents from banks has this 
week carried their price up to 105%. 

Industrial stocks have again been the 
principal objects of attention. Sugar con- 
tinued its irregular decline, falling to 108%, 
but has Had frequent rallies on the short 
interest. On Friday, however, it broke on 
alleged new cuts.

ment that the control of the Drummond 
factory at St. Louis had been secured was 


accompanied by reports of the issue of con- 


siderable stock to pay for it and of a re- 
newal of the plug tobacco war.

the stock issue denied, whereupon it rallied 


to 120%. 

People’s Gas and Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
were leaders in the recovery of the general 
market, and some attention is given to the 
new Federal Steel stocks, which are dealt 
in in the outside market, a hrilliant future 
being predicted for the securities. 

While a better feeling has been apparent 
about railroad stocks, that part of the list 
has been, as a whole, dull and neglected. 
Prices sagged wearily until Wednesday and 


then recovered early. An incident was the 


advance of Great Northern to 140%, the 
highest price ever recorded for it. The 
favorable weekly earnings of the St. Paul 
road make a good impression, but fail to 
create any decided movement in the stock. 
Nor have the yellow fever reports from the 
South encouraged the bears to attack the 
securities of railroads in that section. 

The principal feature of the railroad list 
was the movement of Northern Pacific.

‘Murderers of Gudgeon and McGhee Are 


Hanged in the Corridor of the °

George H. Jacks and John Pruggan were 
hanged at noon yesterday in the corrigor of 
the Cook County Jail.

A disposition is shown by the Canadian 
Pacific to join the Western roads in immi- 
grant rate arrangements. There has been 
considerable friction ever since the Klondike 
rate war, and the Canadian Pacific was shut 
out. of the Western immigrant clearing- 
house in New York. With a view of renew- 
ing amicable relations and the codperation 
of the Eastern trunk lines in maintaining 
rates, a committee of Western general pas- 
senger agents, headed by Chairman Cald- 
well, went to New York on Monday. The 
committee returned yesterday. The mem- 
bers report that the meeting was held on 
Wednesday. . The Canadian Facific and 


' Grand Trunk roads were represented, and 


the immigrant matter was discussed. Al- 
though no definite action was taken, a reso- 


_jution was adopted providing that a commit- 


tee should be appointed to formulate some 


plan for a joint control of the immigrant 


business, this committee to consist of two 
members of the Trunk Line committee and 
New England association, appointed by 
Commissioner Farmer; two members of the 
Executive committee of the Western Pas- 
senger association, appointed by Chairman 
Caldwell, and a representative of the South- 
ern Pacific, Ganadian Pacific, and Grand 
Trunk. It is understood that this committee 
will meet soon, and the probabilities are 
that a joint arrangement will be adopted in- 
cluding all immigrant traffic. 

While in New York the committee had 
several conferences with Passenger Traffic 
Manager McNicoll of the Canadian Pacific, 
which they expect will lead to an early ad- 
justment of immigrant affairs. | 

Fear the Union Pacific. 

No doubt is entertained in railroad circles 
here that the Union Pacific has secured full 
control of the Oregon Short Line and that 
the latter will soon be consolidated with the 
former. Fears are entertained by the man- 
agers of the roads operating over the Rio 
Grande lines that the Union Pacific may 


‘again shut them out of Portland by refusing 


to prorate on Oregon Short Line business 
at Salt Lake City. President Mellen of the 


Northern Paeific said: 
‘**I do not think there is any doubt that the 


Union Pacific has acquired the Short Line 


or that it will secure a direct entrance to

New Ycrk, Oct. 14.—[Special.]—A case interest- 
ing to insurance men was heard today by the Ap- 
pellate division of the Supreme Court upon sub- 
mission of a controversy on agreed facts. Spencer 
Cc. Van Bokkelin was killed on July 31, 1807, by an 
accident while a passenger on a train on the Del- 
aware, Lackawanna and Western railroad. He 
was insured in the Travelers’ Insurance company 
of Hartford for $10,000, which sum was paid to 
Caroline V. Van Bokkelin, his daughter, and the 
beneficiary named in the policy. She, however, 
claimed $10,000 additional under a clause in the 
policy that if injuries causing death were sus- 
tained ‘*‘ while riding as a passenger in any pas- 
senger conveyance using rteam, cable, or electric- 
ity as a motive power, the amount to be paid shall F 
be double the sum specified in the clause under 
which the claim is made."’ The decedent 
killed while passing from one car to another by 
being thrown off the car platform, and the com- 
pany claimed that the clause quoted did not apply. 
Miss Van Bokkelin cortended that any accident 
while deceased was a patsefhger was covered by 
the policy. The railroad company urged that the 
platform of a car was not a place in “* a passenger 
conveyance.’’ Decision was reserved. 

Judge Lippincott in Jersey. City has ruled that 
relief unions are insurance companies. The case 
in point was that of Henry Beck, who sued the 
Pennsylvania railroad company. for $10,000 for in- 
juries received while performing his duties as a 
brakeman. The company claimed that as Beck 
was a member of the Pennsylvania Relief asocia- 
tion he had received the benefits to which he was 
entitled, and was debarred+from beginning suit, 
he having signed an agreement to that effect.
